Scientist Visions Trips to Moon by Year 2050 
In Rocket Ships Making 50,000 Miles an Hour|

Stewart, Associate Professor of 
Astronomical Physics at Princeton 
University, declared last night at the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sci- 
ences. 

In making what he called an “edu- | 
| cated guess’? about the future of) 


|space, he predicted that persons| 
| would travel in a rocket ship at a) 
| Speed of some 50,000 miles an hour. | 
Far sooner—and probably by 1950—it | 
is likely that a speed of 1,000 miles | 
an hour will be possible, he said. 

Study of the increase in rate of 
travel of passenger-carrying vehicles 
during the past century leads to a 
guess that by the year 2050 sufficient 
speed will be realized to overcome 
the force of gravity, thus enabling 
trips to the moon. 

“Sufficient energy to create these | 
speeds may be forthcoming from sev- | 
eral sources,’’ he declared. ‘‘At pres- 


ties of very concentrated energy 


ionized hydrogen, which contains a 


Dr. Stewart declared that the one 
theoretically feasible method of jour-| 
neying to the moon that has been 
suggested is a vehicle propelled on 
the principle of the rocket. 

Such a ship, he believed, would be} 
spherical, perhaps 110 feet in diam- 
eter. Projecting from it in all direc- 
tions would be a dozen or more can- 
nons. When one of these was fired 
the ship would be propelled in the 
opposite direction. The ship would

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Clockwork Brain to Guide 
Flying Death, Britain Hears

LONDON, Saturday, April 12.— 
A “flying torpedo,’”’ guided by a 
‘“‘mechanical brain’ is being se- 
cretly forged, it was revealed this 
morning. 

This new engine of death is not 
controlled by radio and therefore 
will be entirely free from radio 
interference, it is said. It can, it 
is asserted, carry terror and death 
in the form of gas bombs and ex- 
plosives to great areas of popula- 
tion with a precision which will be 
pitiless, never-ceasing and almost 
impossible to intercept. 

A clockwork ‘‘brain’’ inside the 
machine, it is understood, will op- 
erate gyroscopes and compressed 
air motors, release bombs, maintain 
a set course and elevation, 
the course at a given moment, or 
change elevation when, after con- 
suming part of its fuel, the ma- 
chine can climb to greater and 
safer heights. 

With modern meteorological in- 
formation and knowledge of air 
currents the machine can be aimed, 
it is said, with great accuracy and 
tolerable certainty of hitting a 
great city.

My time is so wholly occupied, 
however, with my duties, and par- 
ticularly with those which have 
come to me as chairmai. of the 
Commerce Committee of the Sen- 
ate, that it is utterly impossible for 
me to undertake additional tasks. 


Full-Time Job. 


I regard this campaign expendi- 
ture committee as exceedingly im- 
portant, the chairmanship of which 
must be a full-time job. My situa- 
tion is such that I could not per- 
form the duties of the post as I 
believe they should be performed, 
and as I know you would wish them 
done. 

No man should accept the chair- 
manship or membership upon this 
committee unless, to the exclusion 
of all other matters, he is ready 
and willing painstakingly and fear- 
lessly to investigate in the most 
thorough manner, expenditures in 
primaries and in the general elec- 
tion, and the chairman of this com- 
mittee, in only less degree than the 
members, should devote himself 
exclusively to this work. 

With the Rivers and Harbors 
bill about to be considered by the 
Commerce Committee, with the in- 
numerable measures that are pend-

Text of President Hoover’s Statement

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Following is the text of the statement | 
issued today by President Hoover expressing his pleasure at the' 


results obtained in the London Naval Arms Conference and analyz- 


ing the saving to us in naval costs 


I am greatly pleased with the 
final success of the naval arms con- 
ference in London, and I have to- 
day telegraphed the delegation ex- 
pressing my approval of the result 
achieved and my admiration for 
their patience and determination in 
an arduous and difficult negotia- 
tion. And I wish to congratulate 
the delegations of the other gov- 
ernments for their constructive and 
courageous action. 

The most vital feature of its great 
accomplishments for peace is the 
final abolition of competigion in 
naval arms between the greatest 
naval powers and the burial of the 
fears and suspicions which have 
been the constant product of rival 
warship construction. It will be 
recalled that prior to the three- 
power conference at Geneva in 
1927, at which France and Italy felt 
obliged to decline attendance, there 
Was naval competition in all craft 
except battleships, with constant 
international friction. Consequent- 
ly, upon the failure of that confer- 
ence the rival expansion received 
even new impulses and resulted in 
increased international suspicion 
and ill-will through the world and 
a steady drift to greatly increased 
navies. 

When I initiated this negotiation 
it was after a critical examination 
of the experience before and after 
the Geneva conference and a de- 
termination that the causes of that 
failure could be met with adequate 
preparation and preliminary nego- 
tiation. At that time we realized, 
and have realized at all times since, 
that the particular setting of the 
Continental nations, because of the 
inseparable importance of land 
armies in their bearing upon naval 
strength, together with the polit- 
ical agreements that reduction of 
such arms implied, made a five- 
power agreement extremely im- 








probable, as the United States could 
not involve itself in such agree- 
ments. 


Praises France and Italy. 


The French and Italian Govern- 
ments have shown the utmost good- 
will in this conference in the en- 
deavor, in the interest of world 
peace, to Support the presefit solu- 
tion just as far as they could do so, 
and they have joined the present 


agreement in important provisions. 

It is difficult to estimate the pre- 
cise reductions in war craft ton- 
nage which have been brought 
about by this agreement because 
of the factor of normal replace- 
ment and additional tonnage au- 
thorized but not yet constructed. 
Nine battleships are to be scrapped 
of a total of about 230,000 tons, the 
replacement of sixteen or seven- 
teen others to be deferred for six 
years. 

The various navies in the agree- 
ment are to reduce some 300,000 to 
400,000 tons of other categories in 
the next few years as they become 
obsolete—but some categories of 
some of them must be increased in 
order to come up to the standards 
set. The net balance will be a 
very considerable decrease in the 
world’s actual tonnage as it stands 
today. 

The economic importance of the 
accomplishment can best be meas- 
ured in terms of the situation de- 
veloped at the Geneva conference. 
That conference broke down upon 
the feeling of the British repre- 
sentatives that it was necessary 
for them to create or maintain a 
navy of a total of nearly 1,500,000 
tons. Their pre-war navy was much 
larger than this. The American 
delegates were not able to agree 
to this basis, as it implied such a 
huge amount of naval construction 
in the United States that it was 
hopeless to expect public support 
and it meant a perpetually inferior 
navy.

4. Although actual figures were 
little discussed, the conversations 
appear to have indicated a destroy- 
er tonnage of about 225,000 to 
250,000 tons and a submarine ton- 
nage of about 75,000 tons, or a total 
fleet of nearly 1,500,000 tons on a 
British basis, or 1,420,000 on an 
American basis owing to our in- 
feriority in battleship tonnage 
through the Washington arms 
treaty. 

If this fleet had been adopted as 
the basis of parity it would have 
cost the United States somewhere, 
upon different calculations, from 
$1,400,000,000 to $1,750,000,000 for 
replacements and new construc- 
tion to attain it, with greatly in- 
creased maintenance costs. 


Reduction of 20 Ships. 


The present agreement calls for 
parity of American and British 
fleets of approximately: 


1. A battleship basis to each of 
us of about 460,000 tons, but no 
replacements for the next six years 
on either side. 

2. Aircraft carriers as in the 
Washington arms treaty at a maxi- 
mum of 135,000 tons. 

3. A cruiser basis of 339,000 tons 
if the United States exercises the 
option of the same types as Great 
Britain, but if the United States 
builds a larger ratio of the large 
cruisers our tonnage would be 
323,000. It represents a reduction 
of about twenty ships in the basis 
of the British cruiser fleet. 

4. Destroyer tonnage of 150,000 
tons and a submarine tonnage of 
52,700 tons each. 

That is a total fleet basis of, 
roughly, about 1,136,000 tons-(slight- 
ly less if we build the larger 
cruisers), as compared with about 
1,700,000-ton British basis of the 
Geneva conference, and shows a 
reduction of about 364,000 tons be- 
low that basis to the United States 
and Great Britain and a propor- 
tiofial reduction to Japan. In 
bringing this about, the British 
scrap four 8-inch gun cruisers and 
five battleships, while we scrap 
three battleships, thus bringing 
about parity in battleships, which 
was not attained in the Washing- 
ton agreement. 

The Japanese navy under the 
proposed agreement will amount to 
something near 800,000 tons. These 
results are to be arrived at by 
scrapping, by obsolescence and by 
construction in some categories 
prior to 1936, when a renewed con- 
ference is to take place. 


Sees Stimulus to Prosperity. 


The cost to the United States of 
replacements and new construc- 
tion during the next six years, un- 
til the further conference, will be 
(under various estimates) from 
$550,000,000 to $650,000,000, as com- 

ared to a sum, as I have said, of 

etween $1,400,000,000 to $1,640,- 
000,000 to attain parity on the 
Geneva basis. To this latter would 
need be added the additional cost 
of maintenanceand operating, which 
would make the saving upon the 
present basis as compared to the 
Geneva up to $1,000,000,000 in the 
next six years. 

The savings are not alone to the 
United States but to Great Britain 
and Japan as well. The total sav- 
ings to the world are perhaps $2,500,- 
000,000 below the Geneva basis, to 
which the world was steadily drift- 
ing. This sum devoted to repro- 
ductive enterprise will be a great 
stimulus to world prosperity. 

There are no political undertak- 
ings of any kind in the present 
treaty, except an agreement for the 
regulation of the conduct of sub- 
marines against merchant ships in 
time of war. The whole agree- 
ment is a great step in world peace 
and an assurance of American 
parity in naval strength. 





United States Comes Nearest to Parley Aims; 
Obtains Full Parity With Naval Limitation

It was pointed out here today that 
if the United States were to attain 
parity by 1936 she would have to 
build some 400,000 tons at a cost esti- 
mated by the American experts at 
about $1,000,000,000.

“If I should be elected Governor | 
of North Carolina and should find 
that my election was due to one 
Negro vote, I would immediately re- 
sign my office.’’ 

Judge Parker denied today through | 
David H. Blair of North Carolina, 
former Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner, that he made such a state- 
ment. Mr. Blair has been preparing 


ja defense of Judge Parker against 


the Negro attacks. Statements have 
been obtained from leading Negro 
educators in North Carolina endors- 
ing him as being fair to the Negro 
race. 

Judge Parker also is being at- 
tacked by Negroes on the charge 
that he favored the so-called ‘‘grand- 
father’’ clause in the North Carolina 
State Constitution, alleged to be in- 
tended to disfranchise Negroes. 
There also is being circulated an ex- 
tract from The News of Greensboro, 
N. C., in which Judge Parker, among 
other things, is quoted as having 
said: 

‘‘We recognize the fact that he (the 
Negro) has not yet reached that state 
in his development when he can 
share the burdens and responsibili- 
ties of government,’’ and that ‘‘the 
participation of the Negro in politics 
is a source of evil and danger to both 
races and is not desired by the wise 
men in either race or by the Republi- 
can party of North Carolina.”’ 


Defense of Parker Circulated. 


In a written defense of Judge 
Parker for his views, given today to 
members of the Senate, it was stated 
that the ‘‘grandfather clause as well 
as the literacy test in North Caro- 
lina had been applied against both 
whites and Negroes. 

‘“‘In the Greensboro speech it was 
not proposed to deny the colored 
people any rights under the law or 
to discriminate against them in any 
way,’’ the statement continues. 

“After the adoption of the suff- 
rage amendment they had not at- 
tempted to participate in the polit- 
ical life of the State and no attempt 
had been made to organize them for 
political purposes. They were going 
along quietly attending to their own 
business. They were apparently fol- 
lowing the advice of some of their 
leaders who counseled them to let 
politics alone. 

‘‘Nevertheless in almost every cam- 
paign the Republican party had been 
denounced as intending to put them 
in power in North Carolina and re- 
store the evils of the Reconstruction 
period.’”’ 

In 1920, the statement went on, an 
attempt was made to stir race prej- 
udice by charging that the Repub- 
licans intended ‘‘to organize the 
Negroes and turn the State over to 
them,’’ and the Parker speech mere- 
ly was an answer to the charge and 
deploring the raising of the ‘‘false 
issue.”’ 

“It is no praise of a judge to say 
that he will give to every man his 
rights under the law, for it is his! 
duty to do that,’’ the statement con- | 
cluded. 

“But, as showing that Judge Par- 
ker has not in the administration of 
his office denied to the colored peo-| 
ple their rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution, attention might be 
called to the fact that he presided 
in the Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the Fourth Circuit in the recent case 
of the city of Richmond vs. Deans, 
in which, in accordance with a prior 
decision of the Supreme Court, a res- 
idential segregation ordinance based 
on race was held violative of the pro- 
visions of the Constitution.”’ 


Subcommittee Favors Parker, 


A favorable report on Judge 
Parker's nomination will be made, 
to the Senate Judiciary Committee 
by the subcommittee appointed to 
inquire into it, consisting of Sena-| 
tors Overman, Borah and Hebert. 

Senators Overman and Hebert will 
make the majority report. Whether 
Mr. Borah will present a written 
report in opposition or content him- 
self with an oral statement has not 
been revealed. 

After a brief meeting of the sub- 
committee today Senators Overman 
and Hebert announced their inten- 
tion of recommending confirmation. 

Senator Overman, the chief Senate 
sponsor of Judge Parker, said he} 
was aware that a stout fight would! 
be made against the nominee from 
his State, but expressed confidence 
of confirmation. 

Indications are that the Judiciarv 
Committee will act on Monday and |

in an effort to stabilize the price of 
coffee and market the huge surplus 
ever a ten-year period. 
Although the government has ob-| 
jected to the financing by American 
bankers of coffee valorization loans 
as tending to build up monopolies, it 
according to Mr. Cotton, no| 
such plan in the present financing 
and in interposing no objection to} 
the loan.is not departing from previ- 
ous policy. 

The understanding of the State De- 
partment is that the loan is designed 
merely to facilitate marketing ar- 
rangements, and in no way to create 
@ monopolistic condition. 

Arising out of today’ approval of 
the flotation by the department was 
the question of whether the ten-year 
old restriction against foreign loans 
which were for monopolistic or valor- 
ization purposes had been modified 
drastically.

Insist It Is Liquidation Loan. 
While Acting Secretary Cotton and | 
Treasury Department officials insist- 
ed that the Brazilian loan was for 
liquidation purposes rather than val- 
orization, and therefore was not vio- 
lating the policy laid down by Mr, 
Hoover, then Secretary of Commerce; 
President Harding, former Secretary 
ef State Hughes and Secretary Mel- 
lon, some experts were inclined to

Treasury officials were inclined to 
believe that there would be no in- 
flation in prices as a result of the 
Brazilian program, which was under- 
stood to extend the sale of accumu- 
lated coffee stocks, with no additions 
from current production.

While the government has no di- 
rect power to stop the flotation of 
foreign securities in this country, it 
holds such a heavy club over dis- 
tributers that disapproval by the 
State Department is tantamount to 
absolute prohibition.

When 
the various Provinces had prohibi- 
tion laws, he said, physicians were 
corrupted into selling large numbers 
of prescriptions for other than legal 
purposes, 
and ‘‘crime became more rampant 
than at any time before or since.’’ 

‘*Prohibition made crime an adven- 
ture to young persons and drinking 
among young people 
too prevalent,”’ he said. 

Disrespect for the law in general 
followed, he went on, and there were 
more deaths from fights among boot 
leggers and from poisonous liquor 
than there had previously been from 
alcohohsm. 

Since prohibition has 
ished, he declared, “hip 
parties are practically 
for the law has returned, conversa 
tion has become civilized again—you 
hear something besides discussion of 
bootleggers and means of obtaining 
liquor, and the profits that used to 
go to the bootlegger now go to the 
government.”’

ASK AID T0 JOBLESS 


Observance of Hebrew ‘Pesach’ 
Begins at Sunset Today 
and Lasts a Week. 


MANY CAUSES TO BE URGED 


Yoshiva College Drive Starts Next 
Week—-Societies to Serve Special 
Meals to Needy. 


Passover, known in Hebrew as 
‘“‘Pesach,’’ begins at sunset today. 
The Bible prescribes seven days for 
the observance of this holiday, which 
commemorates the freeing of the 
children of Israel] from the yoke of 
slavery.

EDISON PREPARES MILL 
FOR GIANT GOLDENROD 


Finds Florida Plants 14 Feet High 
From Which He Hopes to 
Extract Rabber. 


FORT MYERS, Fla., April 11 (2.-— 


Thomas A. Edison, who discovered 
that common plants contain com- 
mercial rubber, has a new ‘‘rubber 
mill’’ ready to run tests on a giant 
species of goldenrod which he re- 
cently found growing fourteen feet 
—_ in Polk County. 

he rubber mill is a miniature 
plant by which the 83-year-old in- 
ventor hopes to extract live rubber 
from dried and pulverized goldenrod 
leaves and stems. 

“IT have just made a great discov- 
ery in this giant goldenrod plant,’’ 
he said today. ‘‘I hope to cross-breed 
it with a variety containing a high 
percentage of latex to produce an 
emergency rubber supply for the 
United States which farmers can 
grow and harvest in six months. 

“IT would like to see 25,000 acres 

of this new plant growing,’’ was his 
answer to a question concerning 
plans for large scale planting either 
in Florida or in Georgia, where 
|Henry Ford has offered large acre- 
| age. 
“If wheat could be made to grow 
| like this solidaco gigantica, it would 
| have a wonderful crop. Maybe I will 
jhave to doa jittle Burbanking with my 
plants,’’ he added. ‘‘The beauty of 
{this goldenrod is that it grows fast. 
We can mow it down and it will grow 
right up again—ad infinitum.’”’

EACH SCORES SIX BIRDIES 


Title Defender Squares on 18th

PINEHURST, N. C., April 11.—In 
one of the greatest competitive golf 
matches that has ever been played 
here, George J. Voigt of North Hills, | 
L. I., titleholder for three successive 
years, went down to defeat today be-'| 
fore C. Ross Somerville of London, | 
Ont., at the first extra hole in the | 
semi-finals of the thirtieth annual 
North and South amateur golf cham- 
pionship. 

Somerville is one of the best ama- | 
teur golfers in Canada, holder of the 
amateur chamionship in 1926 and 
1928 and runner-up in 1924 and 1925, 
and Voigt is considered one of the 
leading amateurs in the United 
States. Each carded a 69, two 
strokes under par, for the difficult 
No. 2 course. A large gallery wit- 
nessed the match. 

Eugene Homans of Englewood, N. | 
J., former Princeton star, co-medal- 
ist with Bobby Jones in the last 
national amateur championship, 
reached the final by defeating James 
T. Hunter of North Adams, Mass., 
by 8 and 2, in the other encounter. 
Homans and Somerville will meet to- 
morrow at thirty-six holes. 


A Struggle Throughout. 


Somerville has been in the limelight 
all the way in this event. Tuesday 
he shot a 72 in the closing hours of 
the day to tie Johnny Dawson for the 


medal. The battle was contested 
every stroke of the way and the ac- 
curacy of the golf may be testified to 
by the fact that their combined best 
bali was 63. They putted with un- 
canny accuracy from both on and off 
the sand. 

In addition to a 36-footer to save 
the match on the home green, the 
metropolitan star had putts of 16 
feet on the third, 18 feet on the 
tenth, 30 feet on the eleventh and 9 
feet on the fourteenth. He tallied 
six birdies in eighteen holes, an av- 
erage of one out of three. Voigt 
flashed a magnificent gesture with 
his long putt to win the eighteenth, 
only to see the Canadian score a 
great birdie 3 on the nineteenth for 
victory. Somerville had six birdies 
in 19 Riches and sank putts of 30, 20 
and 15 feet.

What 
the people are discussing, what the 
polls and widely scattered political 
action are revealing everywhere in 
America, Washington cannot long 
ignore. The reason why twenty-one 
Republicans voted for the Cuvillier 
bill, and the reason why the Assem- 
blyman was cheered on its passage, 
is because of growing sentiment in 
the districts that the Dry laws are a 
failure. Votes were cast to save 
official skins. When that considera- 
tion is abroad, change is apt to move 
swiftly. 

Former Senator WADSWORTH nat- 
urally exults over the action of the 
Assembly on motion of a Democratic 
member, and his hope grows that 
his party will abandon its unpopular 
stand on the prohibition question in 
this State—a stand that has cost it 
several elections. But the fact re- 
mains that the Republicans of New 
York are at the moment as divided 
on this issue as are the Democrats 
in the nation. By Summer the ris- 
ing tide may have brought the Re- 
publicaris together. Unless it does, 
while individuals are rescuing them- 
selves, the party ship is heading 
again for the rocks.

The meeting, 
which is under the auspices of the 
Eastern States Conference of Normal 
Schools and Teachers’ Colleges, will 
close today.

Close Supervision Stressed. 


In the morning session, presided 
over by Dr. Ned H. Dearborn, direc- 
tor of the Institute of Education at 
New York University, the need for 
supervisory training of young teach- 
ers in the public schools was stressed 
by James F. Hosic, Professor of Ede 
ucation in Teachers College, Colum- 
bia University. One of the main 
arguments for supervision, he said, 
was that in general, the training of 
new teachers was merely begun 
when they were graduated from 
normal schools. 

“Considering their age upon g 
uation,’’ he said, ‘‘and the number 
of subjects included in their teach- 
program, you cannot be sur- 
prised when young girls often ex- 
hibit only a superficial acquaintance 
with these things. The wonder is 
not that they know so little but that 
they can do so much.”’

courses, except in rare cases, and 
felt that one course was enough for 
some. Herman J. Magee, director 
of teacher training, State Depart- 
ment of Education, Albany, N. Y., 
objected to this view. 

“Any arbitrary restriction of the 
number of courses is a direct denial 
of the principle of individual free- 
will,’’ he said. ‘‘The question is de- 
cidedly a matter for the individual. 
We have supervisors whose duty it is 
to see that the teacher does not take 
too many courses upon herself. It 
would be fundamentally wrong to 
waste it by imposing arbitrary re- 
strictions.”’

John Dewar. He was educated in 


From 1892 to 
1895 he was a member of the London 
County Council for West Marylebone. 
He served as a conservative member 
of Parliament from 1900 to 1906. 
June 28, 1917, he was made a bar- 
onet. He became a baron on May 20, 
1919, having been knighted on Dec. 
18, 1902.

tillers of Perth and London. He also 
was director of Buchanan-Dewar, 
Ltd., distiller of London; the Distii- 
lers Company, Ltd., Edinburgh and 
London, and the Licensee and Gen- 
eral Insurance Company, Ltd.

DISBARS 6 LAWYERS 


IN CHASING INOUIRY 


Court in Sweeping Decisions | 


Upholds Charges of Fraud 
and Unethical Conduct. 


ANOTHER IS SUSPENDED 


One Cleared, Leaving a Dozen 
of 74 Cases Heard Before 
Justice Wasservogel. 


TWO OTHERS ARE DROPPED 


Attorneys Are Penalized on Inde- 
pendent Charges Brought by 
Bar Associations. 


The Appellate Division of the Su-| 


preme Court disbarred six lawyers 
yesterday in the most sweeping de- 
cisions since the ambulance chasing 
investigation. was instituted, sus- 
pended one and dismissed the pro- 
ceedings against one. This leaves 
about a dozen undecided out of sev- 
enty-four cases presented by Isidor 
J. Kresel, chief counsel for the in- 
quiry before Supreme Court Justice 
Wasservogel by the New York and 


Bronx County Bar Associations and 


the Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York. 

Aaron M. Becker and Joseph Levy, 
of Levy & Becker, who were ac- 
cused as a result of the publicity 
given to a suit against them by Abra- 
ham Gatner for services for solicit- 
ing negligence cases, and which was 


the chief cause of the inquiry into) 


ambulance chasing, were among the 
attorneys disbarred. The others were 
Edward Gordon of 299 Broadway, 
Samuel A. Eichner, Kople- 
ton and Louis L. Katz, of 305 Broad- 
way. 

Two Independent Suspensions. 

The court suspended Nathan Gor- 
don for a year and dismissed the pro- 
ceeding against Samuel R. Robinson, 
formerly known as Samuel Rabin- 
owitz. John H. Hendrick, accused 
independently of the inquiry of in- 
structing an employe to give a re- 
lease in a negligence case in charges 
by the bar association, was suspend- 
ed for a year because, while this 
method of transacting business was 
not proper, no one had suffered in- 
jury from his acts. George E. 
iteynolds, accused by the New York 
County Lawyers’ Association of mis- 
appropriating money turned over to 
him, was suspended for a year on a 
finding that while there was no di- 
rect proof of misappropriation the 
lawyer’s ‘‘whole procedure was lack- 
ing in that 
which should characterize an attor- 
ney all his dealings 
client. 
In the cases of Levy & Becker who 
have been practicing for twenty-five 
years, the Appellate Division ap- 
proved the finding of the referee that 
they be adjudged guilty of unprofes- 
sional conduct. Presiding _ Justice 
Dowling, who wrote the opinion in 
all cases, said that prior to April, 
1924, the lawyers specialized in freight 
claims, defense of suits against in- 
surance companies in _ negligence

The opinion said: 

“The record establishes that re- 
spondent employed Gatner for the 
sole purpose of developing a negli- 
gence business for them; that Gat- 
ner and his runners did develop this 
business through solicitation. De- 
spite their testimony that they did 
not know how the retainers came to 
them, we are forced to the conclu- 
sion that respondents were fully 
aware of the activities of Gatner and 
the other ‘runners,’ accepted the re- 
tainers and now must be held ac- 
countable for their unethical conduct 
in connection therewith. * * * This 
record demonstrates that the respon- 
dents are unfit to remain members 
of an honorable profession and they 
should be disbarred.”’ 


Presented Fraudulent Claims. 


In the case of Samuel A. Eichner, 
who was accused of filing twenty- 
six negligence actions in the courts 
of New York in 1926 in behalf of 
Joseph Plastik, who to his knowledge 
had not sustained all the accidents, 
Eichner said he had nothing to do 
with bringing the suits, but did trial 
work exclusively. 

‘“‘The proximity of dates and the al- 
legations of the bills of particulars 
destroy the possibility that some of 
the ‘accidents’ could have hap- 
pened,”’ said Justice Dowling. ‘‘He 
knew that many of the Plastik claims 
were fraudulent and without basis 
and he unhesitatingly participated in 
the presentation and settlement of 
such fraudulent claims; that he 
prosecuted to judgment the Salant 
claim with full knowledge that no 
personal injuries had been sustained, 
allowed his client to commit perjury 
and even attempted to force payment 
of the judgment by threat of execu- 
tion.”’ 

Edward Gordon was found to 
“lack the fundamental idea of his 
profession,’ and to ‘‘treat it solely 
as a business and one of a desrepu- 
table character.”’ 

Both Louis L. Katz and Samuel 
Kopleton were accused of prosecut- 
ing fraudulent claims for personal 
injuries. In Kopleton’s case the rec- 
ord showed that a room at 305 Broad- 
way was “‘occupied by a 
engaged in the business of defraud- 
ing insurance companies by means 
of fraudulent damage claims,’’ and 
that the syndicate operated by means 
of ‘‘flop’’ Defects in side- 
walks, stairways, vault lights and 
other parts of properties were picked 
out and ‘‘expert floppers’’ 
hired to claim accidents in the places 
chosen. The court found that Kople- 
ton was associated with this room 
for six weeks late in 1925, ‘‘at a time

‘Isolated Mount Rungwe, an ex- 
tinct volcano in Southern Tangan- 
vika, was visited, and Mrs. Boulton 
was the first woman to attain the 
summit. No naturalist had ever 
worked on this mountain and the col- 
lections from this spot, a step in the 
process of filling in the blank areas 
of the Dark Continent, are of great 
value. A large collection of birds 
from Nyasaland are the first ever to 
reach America, as are also the col- 
lections from Mount Selinda, another 
isolated mountain forest in Southern 
Rhodesia. Mount Mianje, a famous 
nountain in Central Africa, also 
vielded a collection of birds which 
is unique in the United States. 

“Mrs. Boulton, herself a musician, 
made intensive of native 
African and folklore and re- 
corded phonographically and in script 
many Banti l from ‘the 
Blue, untouched and unspoiled by 
any influence of European civiliza- 
tion.

Her testimony, which was support- 
ed by that of Paul V. Adams, for- 
merly sales manager of the campaign | 
for members, which in a year netted | 
but twenty-six acceptable applica-) 
tions, was in direct refutation of tes- | 
timony given at a previous hearing 
by James A. Clark, original promoter 
of the club, who employed Mr. 
Adams to conduct the campaign for 


him. 

Mr. Conklin, who is in charge of | 
the New York office of the Attorney 
General at 51 Chambers Street, re-| 
placed Deputy Assistant Attorney 
General William M. Brouillard, who 
officiated at former hearings and 
who was ill yesterday. 

Mr. Conklin said before the hear- 
ing that he was ‘‘not concerned with | 
the efficiency or the non-efficiency 
of the officers of this corporation, 
but only in whether the officers have 
acted in good faith and whether any- | 
thing fraudulent has been done.”’

Stocks Very Irregular, Declines 
Predominating—Call Money

So far as the Stock Exchange was 
concerned, yesterday’s market was 
much confused. Numerically, de- 
clines exceeded advances, but not 
many of the losses were of any con- 
siderable proportions. One or two 
selected stocks were bid up violently 
6 and 15 points. But the entire mar- 
ket was so highly professional in 
character as to have no great sig- 
nificance. None of its movements 
responded to news of the day, un- 
less so far as the selling may have 
been provoked by belated discovery 
that last week's effort at stirring up 
excited speculation for the rise had 
not been well-timed, when trade was 
taking a generally unfavorable turn. 
Some attempt was made to connect 
the day’s selling with cabled reports 
of a severe crash on the stock mar- 
ket at Tokio, necessitating suspen- 
of business on that 
change. 

Particulars were meager, and it 
may be doubted if the incident has 
any special significance to our own 
market. The case of 1920, which 
Wall Street may have had dimly in 
recollection yesterday, was different. 
Our own structure of prices, com- 
mercial and financial, was then be- 
ginning to show signs of instability; 
American commodities had reached 
at average nearly 150 per cent above 
1913. When the rise of Japanese 
prices had been almost exactly the 
same and when the sudden collapse 
at Tokio in April, 1920, carried them 
down 30 per cent and closed all stock 
and commodity markets, it was per- 
fectly natural that New York should 
have taken fright. As the event 
proved, Japan was only anticipating 
America. In the present case, it is 
more likely that Japan has been up- 
set by the events of the past few 
months in the United States. 

Money markets and foreign ex- 
change markets hardly moved, 
either here or abroad. One incident 
of the day was the very unfavorable 
British foreign trade statement, 
showing decrease for March in 
American values of $34,000,000 in ex- 
ports and $25,000,000 in imports. In 
the first three months of the year, 
export of British products has de- 
creased $82,700,000 from 1929; it is 
much the smallest for the March 
quarter since the war. 

All week-end reports of the mer- 
cantile agencies emphasize the check- 
ing of the general decline in whole- 
sale prices and a recovery for the 
week on the average. Otherwise, their 
survey of trade indicates no change. 
Dun describes the business situation 
as pointing to betterment because of 
“factors making for ultimate revi- 
val,”’ not because of ‘‘actual present 
’* Among the merchants ‘‘cau- 
tion is the rule,’’ and the slow rate 
of business recovery has ‘‘caused 
modification of earlier expectations.”’ 
disappointing results of the 
completed quarter are admitted 
frankly. Bradstreet’s presents some 
rather striking comparisons; empha- 
sizing not only the widening of the 
decrease in railway traffic from 1929 
as the quarter drew to a close, but 
pointing out the quarter’s decrease 
of 6% per cent in hard coal produc- 
tion in March and 10% per cent in 
soft coal, and citing also the sta- 
tistics of the Textile Merchants’ As- 
sociation, that last month’s produc- 
tion of standard cotton cloths de- 
creased 12% per cent from 1929 and 
sales 18% per cent, with increase of 
27% per cent in unsold stocks. There 
has in fact been a somewhat similar 
story in a rather wide variety of in- 
dustries. It is at least a comforting 
conclusion that the results pertain to 
a month and a season of the year 
that are now definitely ended.

FORDHAM UNIT SEEKS FUND. 


School of Sociology Asks $10,000 
to Meet Year’s Deficit.

Mayor Says He Demanded End 
of Politics, but Did Not 
Refer to Resignation. 


HOSPITALS’ CHIEF AGREES 


No Mention Made of Dismissal at 


Conference of Department’s 
Officials, He Declares. 


Mayor Walker and Hospitals Com- 
missioner J. G. William Greeff issued 
denials yesterday of the report that 
the Mayor would request Dr. Greeff’s 
resignation if politics were not re- 
moved from his department, which 
was published in THs New YORK 
TIMEs yesterday. 

Both statements agreed that the 
Mayor had said political interference 
wi the department’s work must 
stop immediately and that he placed 
the entire responsibility for ending it 
upon Commissioner Greeff. 

“T regret that an entirely erroneous 
interpretation was placed upon my 
conference with the Commissioner 
of Hospitals and the heads of all the 
bureaus and divisions under him in 
an article appearing in THe New 
YorK Times this morning,’’ the May- 
or’s statement read. ‘“‘THEe Times 
article says the Mayor told Commis- 
sioner Greeff that his resignation 
would be requested if politics were 
not removed from the department. 
On the contrary, I told the heads of 
departments, bureaus and divisions 
under Commissioner Greeff that they 
would be dismissed and that no poli- 
ticians could save them if they did 
not loyally support Commissioner 
Greeff in his administration, and an-

nounced that he and he alone was 
responsible for the administration of 
the department in all its branches, 
and that no pony politics or office 
intrigues would be tolerated.”’ 

The statement issued by Commis- 
sioner Greeff read: ‘ 

“T have noted articles in this morn- 
_— papers and feel that if I am 
able to understand English at all and 
if my hearing serves me correctly, the 
Mayor at no time in his conference 
yesterday afternoon said anything 
about dismissing me. He did say that 
politics must be kept out of the hos- 
pitals and that if petty politics and 
jealousies were indulged in by any of 
my subordinates they should be im- 
mediately dismissed by me, as he 
holds me directly responsible. I am 
in absolute accord with this. His 
ideals are mine not only because of 
my loyalty to him but also because of 
a principle. My will, intention and 
wish is to serve him and the people 
of the city of New York without in- 
terference by influences which would 
react as a detriment to his admin- 
istration.’’ 

The conference on Thursday was 
an executive session between the 
Mayor and the active heads of the 
Hospitals Department. At its conclu- 
sion a high city official who had 
been at the meeting disclosed what 
had been said there, on the stipula- 
tion that his name would not be 
used. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist leader, 
blamed end Walker for the pres- 
ence of politics in the Hospitals De- 
partment, saying that ‘“‘his belated 
efforts to correct the situation would 
sound more sincere if his was not the 
original guilt.’’ 

Declaring that the consolidation of 
hospital control into one department 
was a good thing, Mr. Thomas said 
the improvement was nullified by the 
character of the appointments made 
to the department.

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LAYS DRUG ADDICTION 
TO MALADJUSTMENTS 


Dr. Lambert Tells Physicians It 
Is Not Due to Disease but to 
Emotional Instability. 


Drug addiction was described as 
essentially a response to a psychologi- 
cal necessity, rather than a disease, 
by Dr. Alexander Lambert, Professor 


of Clinical Medicine at Cornell Uni- 
versity, in a lecture yesterday to a 
group of physicians and social work- 
ers at the Academy of Medicine, 
Fifth Avenue at 103d Street. Dr. 
Lambert was chairman of the May- 
or’s committee on narcotics, which 
made a study of drug addiction last 
year, 

Pointing out that many of those 
who use drugs are the victims of an 
emotional maladjustment similar to 
milu forms of insanicy. Dr. Lambert 
said the State should be responsible 
for their care and treatment in spe- 
cial institutions. Occupational ther- 
apy and freedom from worry and 
care are the best means to accom- 
plish regeneration among victims of 
the drug habit, he said. 

Dr. Lambert said the psychological 
basis leading to the habitual use of 
drugs was the desire to escape from 
the wear and tear of norma! living 
by those whose emotions ruled the 
mind. Most users of narcotics, he 
said, have deficiencies in their per- 
sonalities. 

“The fundamental basis of alcoholic 
addiction and the addiction to mor- 
phine is essentially the same,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘It is not a question of will, 
but of an emotion that is stronger 
than the will.’’ 

Recent research, he asserted, indi- 
cated that there was not a definite 
addiction disease in regard to mor- 
phine, and that users of the drug dif- 
fered from normal men and women 
only in the lack of control over their 
emotions. He said that only 13 per 
cent of the drug addicts recently 
studied by the Mayor’s committee on 
narcotics had average stabilized per- 
sonalities.
